SOME. SUGGESTIONS. - 

In mid-winter motorists are ve apt 
to dwell on the personalicomfort that is 
possible of attainment in their cars, and 
the following suggestions may, therefore, 
not only help the purchaser in the selec- 
tion of a present, but also tie ient, 
in the matter of comfort and safety m the 
driving of his car. 

The danger of skidding will continue 
until such time as there will be evolved’ 
either a mechanical device or a. road 
surface which will cut out the possibility 
of that nightmare of drivers. While it, 
therefore, still rests with the driver to so 
handle and control his car, if he is to 
avoid catastrophes of this nature, it will 
interest readers to learn that quite a good 
aid to skid prevention has now been placed 
on the market. 

This consists of two small chains form- 
ing a kind of double bracelet, which is 
strapped on to the tyres. A set weighs 
but a few ounces, the units are easily 
handled, and take but a few minutes to 
attach to,.or remove from, the tyres. They 
have already proved their worth on 
treacherous; road ape ms SA Cup but 
a few square inches of space, they are a 
very valuable asset to the tool kit. A set 
may be purchased for half a sovereign. 

Radiator warming lamps form a very 
acceptable present to those owners whose 
garages are not heated. They are to be 
had at varying prices, and the possession 
of one will give much peace.of mind to the 
owner, and. will. save his. temper when 
starting up on cold mormings. In addi- 
tion, it will -keep the engine go ae 
at that point which will enable it ere 
of its best output of power. ere 
electric power is laid on to the motor- 
house, little electric heaters, which are 
inexpensive to purchase and to operate, 
can be utilised-with great success. 

Radiator ‘muffs which cover both the 
radiator and the bonnet,. and, therefore, 
retain for several hours the heat in and 
around the engine and prevents — it 
escaping through the louvres at the sides 
of the bonnet, are now available at a 
reasonable cost. When purchasing such 
a muff it is well to make sure that the 
sides of it roll up, so that when the car is 
travelling the heat and fumes can escape 
through the louvres.

DON’T ASK A POLICEMAN. 

Motorists and pedestrians should refrain 
from ‘using the Guard on point duty as an 
information bureau. The information 
which road users require can just as easily 
be got from other sources, and by bearing 
this in mind these hard-worked officers 
will be able to on with their jobs. The 
pointsman is placed in busy traffic centres 
to direct the traffic, and inquiries made of 
him by passing motorists and pedestrians 
not only take his mind off his duty, but 
often seriously inconvenience other ‘traffic 
while these queries are being put and 
answered. 

DANGERS@HAT POINTSMEN RUN. 

Unless the pointsmen on duty in the 
city and suburbs of Dublin take up posi- 
tions which are illuminated by arc lamps 
or other powerful lights they incur a very 
grave danger of being run down by passing 
motor cars during dark, wet. nights, A 
correspondent writes calling attention to 
this danger and to the escape which one of 
these officers had a few nights ago on the 
new road at Fairview. This correspondent 
was driving home. It was raining and was 
very dark, and it was only by chance that 
he did not run into the guard, whose posi- 
tion on the roadway was ‘outside the radius

clearly indicate their position. I would 
add that the use of white rubber coats on 
such n ated would greatly contribute to 
these officers’ safety.

The Berlin poliee, in-collaboration with 
the German, Automobile Club and the 
petrol distributing companies, have formu- 
lated a scheme for the tracing of stolen 
cars. Partictilars of ali missing cars are 
circulated to the filling stations, and by 
this means the attendants at the tations 
keep watch on all cars which come for 
petrol.

The hearimg of tue case of M v. uallagher, 
commercial vravelier, Lower Baggot sweet, 
Dublin, against Messrs. Pim Brus. and Co., 
drapers, was resumed yesterday. ‘Tie plain- 
tift claims £300 for Wark woue unuer a 
verbal agreement, by which, as alleged, he 
was to receive ó cent .Ccullmissio.u on 
all orders taken by him for shirts and ready- 
mades, and 5 per cent. on repeat orders 
introduced through him. Messrs. Pim, in a 
counterclaim, asked for £248 18s. 4d., made 
up of £166 Qs. 9d. in regard to a motor 
car which was used by the plaintiff, ard 
£82 debit balance on their account. 

Mr. C. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. U. Casey 
(instructed by Mr. J. H. Bergin), appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr 'M. Walker (in- 
structed by Messrs. A. and L. Goodb ody ) 
appeared for Messrs. Pim. 

Mr. Lynch, accountant, having given 
evidence as. to his examination of the de- 
fendants’ books in regard to orders and the 
commission paid to Mr, -Gallaguer, the case 
for the plaintiff closed. 

CASE FOR MESSRS. PIM. 

Mr. Walker, opening.the case for Messrs. 
Pim, said that thé=@se"made by the plaintiff 
on the day before came as an absolute bomb- 
shell upon the defendants. The claim as to 
commission on “ repeat orders ” was, he 
submitted, an after-thought on the part of 
the plaintiff. The claim was preposterots 
and ridiculous: - No business man in his 
senses ‘would. -enter:into an agreement such 
as. was alleged Such an agreement was 
never heard of, and Mr Lang had 10 
authority to enter into such an agreement. 
Messrs. Pim were an honourable firm, and 
if they had such an agreement with the 
plaintiff, as was. alleged, they i watld readily 
pay him, The claim, be submitted, was not 
a bona-fide one, and, on the plaintiff's own 
account, he had been overpaid, 

Mr. Leopold Pim, in evidence, said that 
Mr. Lang had been appainted manager of 
the wholesale department, and, ti Jóok “after 
the travellers and their orders’ He had nó 
power to dismiss or engage ‘an¥ person with- 
out reference to the Board. . He had nothing 
to do with. the buying. Among his duties 
were to look after customers as they came 
in, and to take them out to lunch.

COMMISSION OVERDRAWN. —. 

Mr. Jonathan Pim, who was managing 
director when Mr. Gallagher was engaged, 
said that Mr. Gallagher was the first person 
who was engaged en a commission basis. 
He did not agreewith What My Lang said 
as to what happened abont=Mr-+Gallagher’ s 
remuneration. te tty give Mr 
Gallagher 5 per=« “orders taken 
and delivered through te alleghier’ s order- 
book, for shirts améerea' dymades only. There 
was no talk abouboordérs. taken’ by other 
travellers throug his" -nrea and nothing 
was said about at orders... . 

Was anvthing “said about commission on 
repeat orders ?—Notiring av all. 

Did he ask if. he. was_.to get any 
commission ?—No. 

Mr. Gallagher, said witness. had been paid 
£7 a week, in advance, fo enable him to pay 
his expenses in the country; and in that way 
his commission was overdrawn: ~ He had seen 
the account, and he never made any complaint 
as to how he was-being raid. In October, 
1929. he wrote a letter*to the plaintiff direct.

THREE YEARS FOR AN 
ARMED ROBBERY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Three youths, Thomas Hickey, Michael 
Cullen, and Patrick O’Malley, all from the 
Dun Laoghaire district, who hatl pleaded 
guilty to having held up Mrs. Annie O’Reilly 
and robbed her of a handbag ana 30s. while 
armed with a revolver on tie 18th October 
last, and also to having attempted to rob 
Robert Bailey and William Corrig®h at Sea- 
point Railway Station on the 15th ult., were 
put forward for sentence. 

The Judge said that these young men, 
who belonged to decent families, had brought 
discredit on their parents. There was a 
time in the country—not many years ago— 
when the use of firearms was “vather 
prevalent. Forturately the position had im- 
proved very considerably; but those wh» 
administered the criminal law in the country 
must see that there was no recrudescence 
of that form of crime. ‘The ‘activities in 
which the prisoners were engaged—going 
round with arms and robbing, or attempting 
to rob, people—could not, and would not, be 
tolerated in any civilised community. 

In respect of the first count he would 
sentence each of the accused men to three 
years’ penal servitude, and in respect of 
the’ second count to one vear’s imprison- 
ment, with hard labour, the sentences to 
run concurrently. i 

The Judge commended Inspector O'Riordan 
and Guard Scully for the manner in which 
they had discharged their duty in the case.

SENTENCE OF FOUR YEARS’ 


PENAL SERVITUDE. 

Patrick O’Neill, alias a, Moloney, 
who had pleaded guilty to obtaining money 
by false pretences in connection with the 
first. Hospital Sweepstake, was sentenced to 
four years’ penal servitude, There were 
poveedl previous convictions against him, in- 
clnding robbery under arms, — 

The Judge said that, in imposing the 
sentence, he was taking into account the 
accused man’s past nine years of crime. He 
had gone through the voluminous depositions, 
which showed the great care and attention 
that the Guards in charge of the case had 
taken, and he wished to commend the fol- 
lowing police officers who were instrumental 
in bringing the prisoner to justice— 
Detectives Tumbleton, Cryon, Quinn and 
Brady. 


TWENTY COUNTS OF FRAUD. 


John Liston, who pleaded guilty to sixteen 
counts of obtaining money by false pretences 
and four counts of attempting to obtain 
money by false pretences, was sentenced to 
three years’ penal servitude. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the activities 
of the prisoner had been widespread and were 
carried out in a methodical manner, and he 
hed ‘‘ obviously lived by it.” He commended 
the following officers in connection with 
the prosecuticn :—Snperintendent O'Halloran, 
Superintendent Kelly, Detective O'Connor, 
Sergeant Diffney and Guards Delaney and 
Tighe.

NEW LONDON PLAYS. 


AN EDGAR WALLACE 
MELODRAMA.

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 

“Smoky Cell,” by Mr. Edgar Wallace, 
which. has been written in a fortnight, 
was produced at Wyndham’s Theatre, 
to’ follow ‘‘The Mouthpiece,” which had 
failed to attract. It is really a remarkable 
melodrama, though it completely lacks the 
feminine influence. 

The scene is laid in a town in the United 
States, where no fewer than seven “ gupew 
had been murdered in a year by order of the 
crook boss of the neighbourhood. This gang 
extort money from rich men by taking them 
“for a ride” if they do not pay, and the 
motor car which the victims are invited to 
use is duly displayed. The chief crook falls 
into the hands of the police, and is shown 
behind bars, threatening, pleading and 
cursing a warder, who watches him, but 
never replies. ‘The crook is on his way to 
the death chair in the “ smoke cell,” when 
he is rescued by a number of his followers, | 
pretending to be reporters, and got out of 
the prison. 

A REAL “ THRILLER.” 

The tension of this act still held when the 
final scene showed the police headquarteis 
attacked by crooks, but with success falling 
to the police. The chief crook determines 
to kill the Chief of Police, but he himself 
meets death instead, in an act played almost 
in silence. 

The play is a real “thriller,” and every 
schoolboy home for the holidays will be dying 
to see this sensational story, which beats the 
films. The acting was good, though the play 
almost acts itself. Mr. Bernard Nedell was 
extremely effective as the chief crook, and 
Mr. Harold Huth as the police chief was 
excellent. 

The play was very warmly received, though 
the absence of Mr. Edgar Wallace, who nas 

one to Berlin, detracted somewhat from the 
interest of the occasion. é

NEW PLAY FOR CHILDREN. 

One of the favourite

TUNISIA,

UNIS has long been the happy hunt- 
ing ground of grvping literary ad- 
venturers, who have familiarised their 
ublic with its landmarks and colourful 
impressions of its population. Yet rarely 
have we c*me across a traveller’s notes 
at once so attractive and so illuminating 
as these before us. We live, with the 
writer, as the peoples among whom he 
wanders Jive—in tent, on camel through 
desert and oases, in wayside shelters, and 
among the quaint amenities of communal 
ife. 

It is in this mtimacy that the book ex- 
cels, the reversion, so to speak, of all that 
lures the tourist. The sacred city of 
Kairouan—the third most sacred city of 
Islam—is but baldly noticed: its sought- 
for carpets are denounced as T odern 
rubbish, hideous with crude aniline dyes. 
Against this there is a glowing descrip- 
tion of El Djem—a poem of form and 
colour. ‘‘ Great is the Coliseum at Rome 
and worthy to be praised; but it is a 
smoky, tarnished, pock-marked, failing 
thing compared with the eternal youth of 
the amphitheatre at El Djem.”’ 

The book is not illustrated, and one 
misses the pictures that would, stress the 
sensations of the narrative. The volume, 
however, would be a most attractive gift- 
book, in spite of this omission.

Yet, Major 
Benton Fletcher, linking historical facts 
and legends with the places round which 
they revolve, has invested twenty-two 
ancient royal homes with more. than an 
imaginative interest, and peoples them 
again for us with the men and women 
who actually lived within their walls. 
This beautiful work teems with anecdote 
and romance, and thr ugh the pleasant 
comment can be gathered the origins of 
usage and saying handed on to our times. 
Thus, in the chapters on “ Eltham '— 
with its regal banqueting hall, second 
only to that of Westminster—we find the 
basis of the regulations for the Royal 
Household, now in use in the “ Statutes 
of Eltham” drawn up by. Cardinal 
Wolsey. On another page we learn that 
“go to Jericho ’’ was me a Jocose 
direction to & Royal Jover's. retirement 
just beyond the Forest of Epping. — 
The writer is a resourceful guide to 
heauties and periods in architecture, both 
in his 43 delightful. pencil drawings, and 
in the narrative. A point to note is that 
not one of these historic homes is occupied 
at present by anv niember of the Royal 
family. That they have a national in- 
terest, and oucht to he preserved, is fully 
borne out in this book.

He had an overdraft 
in the Belfast Bank, which was thoroughly 
secured. Over and above that he was worth 
to-day about £15,000.

Replying to further questions by Mr. 
M‘Gonigal. witness said that before his 
marriage Mrs. Willis told him that she was. 
being annoyed in her own house, and 
that she wanted to get married right away. 
Witness saw her the following morning, which 
was Sunday, and explained that he could not 
get marri right away, as his boy was com- 
ing home from school for his holidays, and 
that there was only a housekeeper in the 
house. He told Mrs. Willis that he could not. 
get married until his boy returned to school, 
but that he would see Mr. Michaels, so that 
she would be protected and not molested any 
further until they got away.

The ‘sole desire of Mr. Michaels, added 
counsel, was from beginning to end to protect 
his cousin as far as he could, and that that 
idea had continued even after the marriage. 

Counsel went on to say that the plaintiff 
was not at all an unintel lady ; she could 
fight her own corner fairly well. After 
completing the settlement, plaintiff gave jn- 
structions for the preparation of her will, 
and asked could she not sign the will at 
the time of signing the settlement, though 
it was to bé dated the date of her marriage. 
She was advised, withont hesitation, that 
such a thing could not be done. She then 
said she was going on a long henoymee 
and Mr. Wallace told her he could bring the 
will to the church and she could sign it after 
the ceremony. Mr. Wallace advised that 
the settlement should be submitted to coun- 
s<l, and plaintiff agreed, while Mr. Michaels 
said to her: '' Remember, Jessie, you need 
to be quite clear in your mind about all 
this, because you cuh revoke your will, but 
hot you settlement.’’ 

Counsel further pointed out that, although 
the settlement left the money to the Misses 
Gallaher and Misses Michaels, if they died 
before Mrs. Willis the money reverted to 
Mrs. Willis. 


KEEPING MONEY IN FMILY. 


The Attorney-General, Mr. McGonigal pro- 
ceeded, had laboured very much the sugges- 
tion that it was Mr, Michaple who was try- 
ing to keep the money in the Gallaher family. 
The evidence of Mrs, Willis herself had ex- 
ploded that entirely. It was she who named 
the people to benefit under her will, and 
sne had stated that, as it was her father’s 
smth she. would like to leave it as he 
would have wished. 

The Judge—That was not put to Mrs. 
Willis in her evidence. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal, K.C.—No; it is very hard 
to keep a note of all these details. 

The Judge—Why was not the money left 
as her father would have wished? 

Mr. M‘Gonigal—It was suggested that she 
shoul-| follow it, and she would not have it. 

Ceunsel then referred to the deed of settle- 
ment. 

The Judge, intervening, asked should any 
really independent sclicitor haye allowed her 
to sign that The object of the whole thing, 
he said, was to protect her from Mr. Willis. 

Mr. M Gonigal--She is a woman of full 
age, and if you are satisfied that, after it 
was explained to her, she knew what she 
was’ doing. and that she chose herself to 
have the two powers of revocation left out, 
notwithstanding that it was brought to her 
attention, I know of no case which says that 
the solicitor should withdraw from the trans- 
action. Under these circumstances, he has 
ba his duty, and has put the matter before 
ier. 


JUDGE AND THE SOLICITOR. 


The Judge asked should she not have been 
advised by some person who had no other in- 
terests. Counsel said that the lady was quite 
grown up and = an absolutely clever busi- 
ness woman. The description she gave of 
herself to her cousin, John Michaels, was that 
she might as well have been in prison. Up to 
her father’s death she was not allowed to do 
anything but eat. She was réleased from 
that on February 4, and she suddenly came 
into £200,000 altogether. He (the Judge) 
had no doubt that the provisions of the deed 
were explained as far as the people could ex- 
plain them. It might be that she understood 
all the things, but he thought an independent 
solicitor would have understood, and he 
might not have let her sign it. 

r. M‘Gonigal—Mr. Wallace was solicitor 
for the trustees of her fathe’s will, and she 
was one of the beneficiaries. 

The Judge—He was also acting for the 
executors of her father’s will, and he had to 
ascertain and tell the trustees how much she 
was entitled to. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal said that Mrs. Willis 
selected Mr. Wallace, and called with him of 
her own accord. 

The Judge—Why tie her up if Wilis should 
Marie to die? 

r. M‘Gonigal—That was put to her, and 
she did not agree to it. 

The Judge—Notwithstanding it being put 
to her she did not agree to it? 

Counsel said that was so. 

The Judge—Well, now that is a peculiar 
woman. If you went down to tie up your 
money. for fear the Attorney-General might 
get hold of it, you would reserve a power vf 
revocation after the Attorney-General died. 
(Laughter.) 


JUDGE AND WOMAN. 


The Judge then commented that women 
nowadays had been made equal with men 
with regard to the vote, but from his know- 
ledge of human nature he did not think 
woman had a greater knowledge of legal 
documents, which invariably business men 
left to their lawyers. : 

Mr. M'Gonigal— This was a difficult posi- 
tion, but everything was explained to the 
plaintaff. 

Mr. M'Gonigal, commenting on the state- 
ment that it would take her a year to clear 
Archie at the bank, submitted that that 
showed Mrs. Willis must have known there 
had been some settlement, as otherwise she 
would have had sufficient money to pay her 
husband’s debts twenty times over. 

Counsel read further correspondence, in 
which it was stated plaintiff would be entitled 
to an income of £8,000 or £9,000 a year, and 
said that Mr. Michaels throughout- took a 
human view of the position, because he told 
his cousin that it was her duty to help her 
husband, and his advice further was that 
any securities her husband had in the bank 
should te put in her own name. It was 
unbelievable that when signing one document 
the plaintiff wae tricked, as appeared to be 
8s ion, into signing three documents. 
At Christmas Mr. Michaelg sent Mrs. Willis 
a hunting calendar, and in acknowledging it 
she wrote: “‘ Archie sends love to you all.” 
Were, asked counsel, those letters written by 
people who thought someone had been tricked 
—for that was the real cliarge—into signing 
a settlement under the pretence that it was 
a will? It was unbelievable, and he (counsel)

The Judge, confirming the decision of the 
Recorder, said that the facts of the case 
were not in dispute. The plaintiff, who 
was accompanied by her sister, Mrs. Hume, 
was returning from a Continental holiday.

IMPORTANT ISSUES. 

The case raiséd issues of considerable im- 
portance, and his decision must rest on well- 
settled principles. In general, a railway 
company were common carriers of such pas- 
sengers personal luggage as they were bound 
by statute to carry free of charge, though 
they were not common carriers of the 
faeoengee. As such they were insurers for 
the safe carriage and deiivery of the articles 
entrusted to them, subject to the well- estab- 
lished exceptions: if the loss arose from the 
act of God, the King’s enemies, inherent vice 
in the article, or contributory negligence of 
the owner. The risk attached from the 
moment of the acceptance of the luggage for 
carriage and continued until delivering up of 
same at its destination. 

This law had been handed down from the 
day of stage coaches. It was in such a case 
that Justice Chamber said :— 

“If a man travels on a stage coach and 
take his portmanteau with him, though 
he has his eye on it, yet the carrier is not 
absolved from his responsibility, but will 
be liable if the portmanteau is lost.’’ 

DECISION CONFIRMED, 

After reviewing the authorities, the judge 
said that the defendants had not satisfied him 
that any act of the plaintiff in the present 
case was really negligent. . Still less had they 
satisfied him that it was such negligence 
caused the loss, There was no duty cast upon 
passengers to remain in the carriage during 
the whole of the journey. They could go to 
the dining room without being negligent. 
Why, then, must it be negligent for them to 
go jor a brief period to a platform bookstall? 

For these reasons he held that the judgment 
of the learned Recorder was correct, and it 
would be confirmed with costs.

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THE BUTTER TRADE. 

' TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Wee have read your article on the 
butter trade in your issue of yesterday’s date. 
It must be borne in mind that the dairying 
industry is one of the most important in Ire- 
land, where about 70 per cent. of the popula- 
tion are engaged in agricultural pursuits, and 
we think that some measure of protection is 
necessary to enable this industry to pay tts 
way. ‘The price of butter in Ireland at pre- 
sent is lower then it has been for many years, 
and lower than it used to be in pre-war times 
at this season. 

The writer to whom you refer states that 
foreign and colonial butter was selling in Lon- 
don at 11d. a lb. We must only presume 
that that was as much as the butter was 
worth, as we see butter quoted in the London 
stores this week at from ls. 2d. to 1s. 10d. a 
Ib. There are, of course, 
butter from foreign countries and from the 
colonies as well as from Lreland, and we have 
a letter from a correspondent in Dublin, 
stating that he finds the sale of butter very 
slow at 108s. to 112s. a cwt., which is con- 
siderably less than the butter advertised for 
sale in London at from 14d. to 22d. a lb. It 
is true that butter is being dumped in Eng- 
land, under-cutting the Irish product in the 
English markets, but there never is at this 
season of the year any quantity of Irish 
butter sent to the English markets, ag it 1s 
generally required for home consumption. 
Therefore, there is no loss of a valuable 
market in Great Britain, and the range of 
prices in Dublin is much lower than the range 
of prices in London. 

As far as we have gone at present, there is 
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CHILDREN AND HOME-WORK, 
10 THE LVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMKS. 

Sir,—i consider that, with one or: two 
exceptions, all Dubim schovls—boys’ and 
giris’ alike—overload the pupils with home- 
work. Uf course, the teacher looks at the 
matter from his own standpoint; he does 
not consider the parents and the child. After 
former, oiten at a great 
sacrifice, pay high fees to school-teacners, 
they do so only because it is impossible 
for them to carry out the work of &éducation 
themselves. it 1s too much to expect that 
a father, after a hard day’s work in the 
office, or a mother, having had since morn- 
ing to contend with Lousehold duties—and 
with, perhaps, a number of young children— 
should have to knuckie-to in the evenng, 
and help a harassed or backward child with 
a huge pile of home-work. 

Do not all medical authorities agree that 
fresh air and recreation are essential to a 
child’s health? Without health he cannot 
face life, be he the finest scholar in the 
length and breadth of Ireland. In my own 
case I have a boy of tender years: He 
leaves home, winter and summer, at 8.30 
a.m, for a school in the city which is about 
five miles distant. it is nearly dark by the 
time he returns, and in the interval he has 
had no food except a hastily eaten sandwich 
at. mid-day. Needless to say, by the time 
he has partaken of a comfortable meal at 
home—leaving out of consideration any hope 
of a little relaxation--it is nearly bed-time. 
Yet the nightmare of home-work has then 
to be faced by tired child and tired parent 
alike. A small nephew of mine, attending 


a school outside Dublin, told me how one 


of his masters rebuked him for retiring to 
bed at 10 p.m., and instracted him to «o 
three hours’ home-work and remain up till 
11 p.m. Mr. Anderson, who is quoted in 
your article, says that he always insists on 
his pupils going out of doors before settling 
down to study, but, of course, conditions are 
different in a boarding school. There masters 
do what they are paid for; they look after 
the home-work themselves.—Yours, etc.,

OF WORK. 


ALEXANDRA SCHOOL 
PRIZE-DAY. 


In her report, presented at the annual 
distribution of prizes at the Alexandra 
School, Dublin, yesterday, Miss C. Bewley, 
head mistress, said that this year she had 
to thank the Council on behalf of the school 
for having taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which arose of buying the house, No. 
lo Lower Hatch street, as an extension of 
the school. Its position, and the fact that 
it possessed a garden which could be used 
as an extra playground, greatly enhanced 
its value. 

Reference had been made last year to the 
increased number of pupils and 
deficiencies in accommodation. The new 
classrooms in Hatch street, and the re- 
arrangement that had been possible in the 
main building, would provide five new class- 
rooms, an enlarged and well lighted room for 
domestic science, and—to supply a Jong-felt 
want—a suitable luncheon room. The school, 
its buildings and equipmént, might claim 
to be worthy of the aims of its founders 
and its long association with what was best 
in girls’ education. 


PARENTS’ CO-OPERATION. 

The increased cost as regards salaries and 
upkeep had necessitated a stight raising of 
the fees. Parents were given the option of 
continuing to pay the old rate of fees, and 
nothing could show more clearly how the 
parents appreciated the action of the Council 
than the fact that out of nearly 300 parents 
only 17 utilised the option. That spirit of 
co-operation on the part of the parents was 
one of the pleasantest features of their school 
life. The girls themselves were not wanting 
in appreciation of all that the Council d 
done, and as a resuit of a sale of work held 
in the school they had hearty £120. 
They hoped to spend th:

school buildings. especial Dy 

ictures. They also hoped to start 
ibrary.

At the examinations in religious knowledge 
under the General Synod Tast December, 
seventy-six candidates entered, of whom 
sixty-eight passed, and twenty-one were 
awarded prizes.

ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


The prizes were distributed by the 
Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg), who after- 
wards, in the course of a short address, re- 
ferred to the provision of the added accom- 
modation for the school. The Governors of 
the school did not administer, as some old 
established schools did, large trust funds. 
They administered virtually nothing except 
what was made up of school fees, and conse- 
quently they were not able in every case to 
make large and elaborate additions to pre- 
mises when they saw the need arising. They 
could do nothing they could not pay for, and 
that was the reason for the long delay in pro- 
viding the extra accommodation—they could 
not afford it. He felt it was a great mistake 
to refuse business, and that they should try 
to accommodate the increased numbers coming 
to the school. The Governors decided that 
they must try to face the task of providing 
extra accommodation for those learning at the 
school, and, fortunately, the house next, door 
came into the market, and they were able to 
obtain possession. The cost had to be met 
irom some source, and the Governors saw no 
other way than by asking parents to help. 
Parents had made the task of the Governors 
very much easter, and he thanked them very 
heartily and warmly for their gracious re- 
sponse to the call made. 

Referring to the suggestion that out of the 
proceeds ot the sale of work they might buy 
some pictures, Dr. Gregg mentioned that in 
a neighbouring school a few days ago he had 
accepted; on behalf of the Governors of that 
institution, a kind of fresco done “on one of 
the walls by Miss O’Brien. He wondered 
would it he possible to get Miss O’Brien to 
do decorative work of that kind in the Alex- 
andra School. To see on their walls. beautiful 
pictures and paintings would not merely be 
uplifting, but would help them towards the 
realisation of that happy spirit and good 
manners which their head mistress had re- 
ferred to as generally characteristic of the 
school.

A Lively Provost. 


With regard to Provost Baldwin, te 
whom a correspondent recently referred, 
the following may be of interest, writes a 
correspondent.

“G ribule. 


Probably the very earliest of mediseval 
treatises on geography is the Libro del 
Conoscimiento, the work of a Spanish 
Franciscan, written about 1550. He was 
the first European to mention in writing 
the Canary Islands, the Madeiras and 
the Azores. His opinion. of ‘ourselves is 
complimentary, but qualified. Having 
mentioned England, he says: “TI left 
Inglaterra in a boat, and reached the 
island of Irlanda, which is a short cross- 
ing of a mile, though it must be confessed 
that at times it does not seem so. They 
say that formerly it was called Ibernia. 
Know that it is a well-peopled island, 
with a good climate, and there are three 
great cities in it.”” He then enumerates 
five Irish places—namely, Strangford, 
Limerick, Ross, Waterford and Dublin— 
and continues: ‘‘In this island there are 
no snakes, nor vipers, nor toads, nor flies, 
nor spiders, nor any other venemous 
things. The women are very beautiful, 
though very simple. It is a land where 
there is not as-much bread as you may 
want. but a great abundance of meat. and 
milk.” Later-he expressed his inability 
to account for “ that rare beauty and 
those voices, as low and musical as the 
chimings of a brook.”

Ghe Gladstone Professor. 


The announcement that Professor W. 
G. 8. Adams has been appointed to deliver 
a series of lectures at the McGill 
University of Montreal in March of next 
year will be received in Dublin with con- 
siderable interest. There are still many 
people who remember Professor Adams 
when he was resident in Dublin and a 
prominent personality in the social and 
official life of the city. 

Although he has been absent from 
Ireland for about twenty years as Glad- 
stone Professor of Political Theory and 
Institutions in the University of Oxford, 
Professor Adams keeps contact with Irish 
affairs by his membership of the com- 
mittee administering the Horace Plunkett 
Foundation. In Dublin the Professor was 
chief of the Statistics and Intelligence 
Branch of the old Department of Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction for some 
time, and took an especial interest in the 
development of the co-operative movement 
in agriculture. As a close friend and asso- 
ciate of Sir Horace Plunkett, he has main- 
tained that interest. while resident in 
Oxford. He is now recognised as an 
authority on the Constitution and adminis- 
trative systems of the British Common- 
wealth.

The B roadstone. 


Reference has been made in the 
“ Diary ” to the Broadstone in the days 
when boats left the Royal Canal House 
there on their journey to Mullingar, and 
it is not without interest to reca]l that 
the place had a very evil. reputation at 
that time. It was infested with robbers, 
and many a murder took place after night- 
fall. A gruesome story is told of a 
suspected family in the locality, in whose 
orchard was a strange pear tree that bore 
“ dwindled fruit tinged with red ”—an 
indication, according to their neighbours, 
that murdered persons had been buried 
under it. From this quarter also came 
the ‘‘ curds and whey women.” who stood 
with snow-white pails and cloths at street 
corners in the early morning to refresh 
belated revellers returning home to bed. 


Life Copies Fiction. 


In reading how the three refugees 
managed to make their escape from the 
prison-camp at Archangel, I was greatly 
struck by the similarity of their methods 
to those of Sergeant Grischa in the now- 
famous book, ‘‘ The Case of Sergeant 
Grischa.”’ 

It will be remembered that Grischa, 
while employed in the loading of timber in 
the German prison-camp, left a vacant 
space between the planks in which he 
secreted himself until the train had 
reached a place where he con- 
sidered it safe to escape. The three 
Russians who landed in the northern 
English port recently would seem to have 
studied Grischa’s methods so well that 
thev followed them in almost every detail. 

While engaged in the loading of a ship 
bound for England with timber they, too, 
left sufficient space t etween the planks in 
which to secrete themselves until they 
reached England. Circumstances forced 
them to leave their hiding-places before 
they reached their destination. but they 
were more fortunate than Grischa in find- 
ing themselves among friends. So well 
have they fared that they are now em- 
ployed in Eneland, where there are more 
than two million people unemployed.

These comparative figures are satisfac- 
tory, as they “indicate a higher -ense of 
responsibility by users of the roads, as wel!

HIGHER RATES FOR BELFAST. 


In well-informed circles it is predicted 
that the rates in Belfast will be increased 
next March by about 2s. in the £, in 
consequence principally of educational 
charges ; and the prospect of declining in- 
dustry and greater financial responsibili- 
ties is not pleasant. It will be recalled 
that last year Sir William Coates, Lord 
Mayor, hinted at the probability of an in- 
crease of ls. in the £, and, as Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, he has an in- 
side knowledge of the_position. On that 
occasion, however, it was. found possible 
to reduce the rat-s by one penny, not by 
any particular -economy, but — largely 
through a reduction in the amounts re- 
quired as compensation for damage to 
property during the riots vhich stained 
the city’s reputation a few years ago. 
At a recent meeting of the Corporation, 
Alderman Duff stated that any further ex-. 
penditure on the erection of schools would 
have to be borne by the city rates, as no 
additional grants could be expected from 
the Government ; and it is now pointed out 
that the Council already has exceeded the 
amount allowed. for such purposes. The 
problem is a thorny one; for the official 
reports show that proper school accom- 
modation still is required for many 
thousands of children. Perhaps, a way 
may yet be found to overcome the difficul- 
ties which confront the education authority 
without imposing fresh burdens on the 
ratepayers in times of stress. 


LORD CRAIGAVON’S GRANDSON. + 


An interesting ceremony will.take place 
in Belfast Cathedral on the 22nd inst., 
when the grandson of the Prime Minister 
of Northern Ireland will be christened by 
the Primate. The child is the son of 
Commander Linzee and the Hon.. Mrs. 
Linzee, who is Lord Craigavon’s only 
daughter. The names chosen for the 
grandson are Robert Alexander Craig. 
Later in the day gifts from the Ulster 
Women’s Unionist Council will. be pre- 
sented to the baby at the Unionist head- 
quarters, and these will be conveyed by 
Lady Dixon, D.B.E., in the presence of a 
representative gathering. 


COMPULSORY HOLIDAYS. 


It has been decided definitely that the 
shipyard of Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., Ltd., will be closed from Saturday 
next for a period of two months, not 
because there is an insufficiency of work 
on hand, but simply owing to a request for 
delay in delivery, as a result of the un- 
satisfactory condition of the freight 
market. This will mean a jump in the 
unemployment figures of about 4,000, while 
at least £10,000 weekly will be lost to 
Belfast in wages—a serious matter for the 
smaller shopkeepers, as well as for the men 
affected. 

The shipbuilding yards on the Lagan 
have had a most successful year; but 
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orders that were anticipated ;.but, as the 
| Minister of Finance hias explained, nobody 
can compel owners to build ships that they 
do not want. Through the Loans 
Guarantee Act, the. Northern authorities

Tho most important of them 
deals with Belfast Harbour ; the Commis- 
sioners are seeking powers to levy rates 
for floating docks and to provide accom- 
modation íor seaplanes and aeroplanes, 
particulars of which. have been given 
already in this column. The idea is to 
make Belfast a great air-port, worthy of 
the Northern capital. 

The Londonderry Corporation also is 
asking for new powers in connection with 
its municipal affairs, including the 
acquisition of ground for recreation and 
street improvement, while Donaghadee 
and Coleraine want their water supplies 
improved. The Fruit-Grading Bill, which 
was postponed last: session, is. due to come 
up again for consideration in the spring.

STUDENTS’ EXHIBITION 
OF WORK. 


———— 


An exhibition of the work done by the 
students at Pembroke Technical School was 
held at Ballsbridge, Dublin, yesterday. The 
display included examples of the work done 
in the cookery, housewifery, needlework, 
dressmaking and leather-work classes. Both 
the quantity and the quality of the work 
bears strong testimony to the earnestness of 
the students and reflects the enthusiasm of 
the teachers. 

The work of the students has reached an 
unusually high standard this year. There 
are over 1,200 women at the classes, and the 
high ‘standard of artistic skill they have 
reached in domestic economy is most praise 
worthy. 

Evidence of a re-awakening of interest in 
domestic skill is shown by the large number 
of students attending the. classes. The 
number has increased to such an extent 
during the past. few years that the present 
building is far too smal], and there is a 
large waiting list of intending students. The 
equipment at the schools is completely 
modern, and experiments are being mada 
with a view of increasing the use oí electricity 
in the kitchen of modern homes. |

EXPERIMENT WITH APPLES. 

Miss A. Carr, Chief Instructress of the 
Domestic Economy School, said yesterday 
that the Irish Free State Ministry of Agcri- 
culture had issued a statement to domestic 
economists, saying that. there was an un- 
usually large crop of apples this year. 
Experiments were started in the schools, and 
it was found that the apples could be pre- 
served in jars in a simple manher, so that 
100ib. of apples would reduced to 10Ib.

Through 
the curtain of the censorship certain 
evidence emerges which seems to show that 
the Government has quelled definitely the 
recent disturbances.- The revolt at Jaca, 
with its attendant ramifications throughout 


| the country and its somewhat ignoble end- 


ing, suggests that the demand for a 
republic in Spain, though it may possess 
adherents in many centres, is by no means 
general. According to the Special Corre- 
spondent of The Times, the mutiny at 
Jaca took place only because the republican 
elements in that town, having concerted 
with their friends in Huesca, were con- 
vinced that they need only march in a body 
on Barcelona to find that industrial city 
ready and anxious to fall into their revolu- 
tionary arms. Owing to a combination of 
accidents, the revolt at Jaca broke out 
several days too soon, with the result that 
Huesca was caught unprepared, while 
Barcelona displayed a distressing stolidity 
in the face of Jaca’s premature invitation 
to a war upon the Bourbon monarchy. Yet, 
even when we have made due allowance for 


cannot burke the conclusion that 
Barcelona, if it had been groaning under 
a suppressed desire to revolt, would have 
revolted. In effect it did no such 
thing. On the contrary, we learn that the 
“‘ revolutionary masses ” of Barcelona are 


decorum and good humour which were un- 
surpassed even by the British strikers in 
1926. Such conduct is not that of a people 
which is yearning to throw off a yoke of 
grinding tyranny. There is a note of 
opéra bouffe about the Spanish revolu- 
tionary movement.

These grounds of complaint may be 
summed up in one phrase—the absence of 
representative government.

Since the fall of the 
peseta is due only to political causes, it can 
be remedied only by political reorganisa- 
tion. The Cortes, therefore, must be con- 
vened at the earliest possible moment. In 
the event of another rising, Barcelona 
might not be as sedate as it was last week ; 
for the Catalan is prone to ebullitions 
of separatist nationalism. 
any risk would be preferable to that of a 
revolutionary movement based on Bar- 
celona, and it is probable that an 
immediate writ for elections, even with a 
modified suffrage, would go far to appease 
the public. Such a decision, we admit, 
would be something in the nature of a 
gamble, but the position in Spain indicates 
that a constructive hazard of this sort 
might prove to be the safest course.

The glittering edifice, reared upon 
a unique system of wagé distribution, 
propped by the gold of Europe, and to all 
appearance stable as a rock, has suffered 
grievously beneath the first serious assault 
made upon it. Two years ago the United 
States was a world’s envy; to-day the 
struggling Powers extend to it the hand 
of sympathy. “I have listemed,’’ says 
the Mayor of Edensville, ‘‘ to more stories 
of real distress than I thought could 
possibly exist in America.” If such 
distress is rampant in a city of some 
100,000 inhabitants, how much more does 
it threaten the great centres where, even 
at the height of prosperity, there lurked 
the seeds of unemployment and discon- 
tent? During one November night, says 
the New York Correspondent of The Times, 
the Municipal Lodging House in New 
York sheltered 1,563 people. Everywhere 
desperate men search frenziedly for work 
that, in most cases, cannot be provided 
for them. A metropolitan employment 
agency reports that in October 2,861 men 
and 1,602 women applied for every 100

While, 
therefore, certain elements beseech a system

‘utmost bitterness. Recognising that the 
rot is nation-wide, many workers have pre- 
ferred to make private agreements at lower 
wages with their employers, that there may 
be money to pay additional hands. This is 
the spirit that shortens a country’s agony. 
Yet some bitterness must enter the hearts 
of these destitute men when they regard 
another facet of modern American history. 
While a turn of the economic tide has 
washed millions of honest citizens into 
misery, they sew thousands of their fellow- 
countrymen, dregs of the world, prospering 
by parasitic methods in defiance of law, 
righteousness and patriotis 1. They see 
the canons of a decent civilisation 
menaced by the barbarism of gangsters and 
the corruption of officials. It is a high 
tribute to the American character, with all 
its faults, that it can prevail in its anguish 
against such temptation, It is a higher 
tribute still that American opinion has 
chosen this moment to take arms against 
the foes that disturb the country’s peace. 


An Epilcgue. 


The Latin play at Westminster School 
is a time-honoured institution; in this 
year it was the Rudens of Plautis. By 
tradition, too, an epilogue follows the 
play, and makes mirth. of current 
manners and politics. The epilogue is 
marked always by an extraordinarily 
ingenious application of Latin elegiacs to 
modern events and by the audacity of its 
Latin-English puns. Its scene, on this 
occasion, was. set on the banks of the 
Serpentine, and introduced a rich gather- 
ing of Ministers, sportsmen and social 
lions. Mr. Lansbury, the edilis popularis, 
boasts his new bathing pools, Mr. Snowden 
upsets the fruits of Empire, saying, Haec 
ego non curo; quod sapio, satis est, Miss 
Amy Johnson arrives in a Moth from the 
Antipodes, and cries, Joannem, care, voca 
me, With a cleverness whigh must be 
seen to be believed, the authors of the 
epilogue have spatchcocked such words as 
“ midget golf,” “‘ cinema ” and “' Beaver- 
brook ” into lines that can be scanned as 
Latin hexameters and pentameters. In a 
word, the Westminster ‘players treat the 
Latin language with an affectionate dis- 
respect which is a fine tribute -to its 
vitality. Some centuries have passed ‘since 
this attitude was common to educated 
Europe. Latin remains the language of a 
great Church, and is distorted to the uses 
of science ; but everywhere it has ceased to 
be a part of the general apparatus of. life. 
| Soon, perhaps, it will cease to be a factor 
in the accepted standards of liberal educa- 
tion; but we think that, fortified by the 
tradition of the public schools, it will die 
most hardly in England. To-day nobody 
quotes Virgil in the House of Commons, 
and false quantities. no Jonger involve social 
ostracism. Indeed, most public schoolboys 
have jettisoned their little cargo of Latin 
before they are thirty; but the tradition 
remains. Its strength consists now in an 
outlook—the outlook of the class which 
made England and founded the British 
Empire. May we not echo the secular 
ending of the Westminster epilogue: 
Floreat Alma Domus? i 


Helmets. | 


A curious contretemps that has arisen in 
Cologne seems to turn on one point: Is a 
policeman’s helmet a symbol of statutory 
omnipotence or merely a hat? A fpolice- 
man, sent to a farm in order to take a 
census of the live-stock, was refused: the 
necessary facilities by the farmer on the 
ground that, when he entered the farm- 
house, he failed to remove his helmet. In 
justification of his act the policeman 
pleaded that regulations compelled him to 
wear full. uniform in the performance of 
his duty; otherwise the action. performed 
‘would be illegal. A» deadlock followed. 
The matter was brought before the 
magistrates, who gave judgment. against 
the farmer, but on appeal their judgment 
was reversed. What would be the result of 
such a case in Ireland?: Once upon a time 
small boys employed an easy formula to 
determine whether or not a policeman was 
an object of immediate terror. If he 
carried a cane, he was. “ off duty,” and 
they could snap their fingers at him ; but, 
if the cine was lacking, the full majesty of 
the law surrounded him as with a garment. 
Nowadays, as we understand, the band on 
a Civic Guard’s arm determines the extent 
to which he must be feared. There is 
something subtler, however, about the 
helmet problem. Does the policeman who 
puts on his helmet put off his humanity?

Prince George. 


The Duke of Gloucester, now on his way 
home from Abyssinia, is expected to arrive 
at Buckingham Palace on January 2nd, 
and there is some speculation whether he 
will find on his arrival that his younger 
brother, Prince George, also has been given 
a Dukedom. Prince George will be twenty- 
eight on Saturday, the age at which his 
elder brother was created Duke of 
Gloucester. A Knight of the Garter and a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Victorian 
Order, Prince George is taking an impor- 
tant place in public life.

It tells of a plan, which is nearing 

fruition, to bring many thousands of 


chain of mammoth hotels, all built on the 
most up-to-date lines, in which they will 
find every conceivable attraction and com- 
fort. These hotels, if present negotiations 
aro concluded, are to be built in the more 
important towns and in the most famous 
beauty-spots of the State, and are to be 
ready to receive the first batch of visitors 
to the Eucharistic Congress in 1932. 

Among the passengers on the Leviathan, 
which left Southampton for New York last 
Tuesday, was Mr. Howard Harrington, a 
lawyer, officially domiciled in U.S.A., but 
with an Irish residence at Dunloe Castle, 
Co. Kerry. He is responsible for this 
latest scheme to develop the Free State. A 
frequent visitor to the Continent, he 
realised some years ago the immense com- 
mercial gain that many European countries 
derived from the tourist industry. He saw, 
too, that tourists, most of them Americans, 
really got very little fun out of their 
holiday-making. 


TO DIVERT THE STREAM. 

Mr. Harrington decided that part, at 
least, of this continual stream of tourists 
could be diverted. Little of the up-to-date, 
go-ahead methods of catering for visitors, 
however, had penetrated to Irish tourist 
resorts. Americans and overseas visitors, 
to be attracted to a country, must know 
that it provides for them the sort of accom- 
modation to which they are accustomed. 
Once assured of this, the Irish natural 
splendour of scenery and extensive facili- 
ties for amusement and sport would play 
their part unhindered. 

This view was shared by many people. 
Indeed, some years ago an Irish Peer had 
suggested a scheme which would have 
made Killarney a resort possessing some 
of the attractions of Palm Beach or 
Miami., This scheme for various reasons 
fell through, and the latest promoter of 
the Irish tourist industry does not propose 
to revive it. In New York last year Mr. 
Harrington secured the co-operation of 
several Irish-Americans, among them a 
‘who ‘controls an 
organisation with 3,000 offices in various 
parts of the world, and a hotel: “ king,” 
who is head of a chain of nearly a 
hundred first-class hotels in U.S.A., and 
at the present moment is building an 800- 
room hotel in Leipzig. 


‘PRELIMINARY PLANS. 
In February of this year preliminary 
arranyements were completed, and in 
March these two people—Mr. Joseph

It was arranged to erect one hotel at 
each of the following places:—Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Killarney, 
Sligo and Connemara. The original 
specifications provide that every hotel 
should be built on the latest American 
lines, with running hot and cold water 
in all bedrooms, every one of which would 
have its own separate bathroom as well. 
The Dublin hotel, for instance, would have 
some four hundred such bedrooms. 
Further. specifications provide that every 
facility for comfort, sport and amusement 
would be included within the hotel build- 
Ing or its grounds: ballrooms, tennis 
courts, golf courses and swimming pools 
are all part and parcel of the. large-scale 
plans to cater for the distribution of huge 
numbers of visitors who, under the 
scheme, would bs booked straight through 
from America and would arrive en masse 
by specially chartered liners, 


COST OF THE SCHEME. 

The scheme, which involves an expendi- 
ture of between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 
(approximately £1,250,000), has, it is 
understood, undergone certain changes 
since it first took i Moreover, since 
lt has been submitted to the Government 
several modifications as to procedure and 
method have been suggested; but these 
affect only the structural composition, and 
not the actual scope of the plan itself. 
They do not, indeed, alter in any way the 
essentials, and it is hoped that within a 
month the negotiations will have been con- 
cluded, and the initial stages of the pro- 
ject will have begun. 

When Mr. Harrington left for New 
York on Tuesday he took with him the 
modifications and the completely amended 
draft of the scheme, and, although he has 
still to discuss the matter with his prin- 
cipals, it is believed that the plans will 
sé go through.”’

AN AVERTED REVOLUTION 


In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes:—I'he trustworthy information 
which is now cori g from Spain makes it 
clea> that a revolution had been carefully 
planned on a large scale; that it had as 
its first object the establishment of a 
republic; that it miscarried in its early 
stages, and that the prompt action of the 
Government has re-established its own 
authority with the help of martial law. 
Strikes, however, continue, and, if order 
has been restored over the greater part 
of the country, tranquillity has not. 

The execution of two young ofhcers— 
Captain Galan and Captain Garcia—on 
Sunday seems to have been the one 
tactical error committed ty the Govern- 
ment, and to have greatly shocked public 
opinion, adds The Times. That the death 
penalty should have been inflicted upon 
two soldiers wko deliberately turned their 
weapons against their Sovereign car hardly 
appear to be an act of injustice, or even 
to be an unnaturally harsh sentence in 
lands where it is commonly regarded as a 
heinous offence against public liberty that 
but in Spain. such action is some- 
what differently rated. For - about 
half a century before the Constitu- 
tion of 1876 brought peace and 
parliamentary government the  con- 
flict. of parties had most often been a 
conflict of arms, and the same method was 
revived by General Primo de Rivera, who 
used the soldiers to turn out the politicos 
in 1923, and one of whose reasons for 
resigning. power seven years later was 
that he knew he was losing the confidence 
of the army. In Spain, as in so many 
Spanish-American States to-day, the army 
may provide the truest and, indeed, the 
only possible expression of public opinion, 
and the future course of events there is 
now likely to depend almost entirely upon 
its attitude. 

GENERAL BERENGUER. 

Undoubtedly, the position of General 
Berenguer is one of extraordinary diffi- 
culty, and feelings will certainly not have 
been moderated by this week’s events. 
But he must have strengthened his 
authority by his firm suppression of the 
insurgent movement, and he must also 
know that mere suppression is not enough. 
Friends of Spain will hope that he may 
soon be able to make it clear beyond any 
doubt that he means to allow the will of 
the nation to be freely expressed and to 
prevail effectively.

plated or agreed to, and were unneces- 
sary ; and, further, that the proposals 
they were authorised to approve were 
amendments of the scheme which had 
been in operation and still exists.’’ 


REASONS FOR CONFERENCE

He further said that the unions had 
agreed to the abolition of the Local 
Departmental Committees, the Central 
Wages Board, the Railway Councils and 
the substitution of the Negotiating Com- 
mittee at the request of the companies. 
The National Wages Board, he added, 
was in the draft scheme by agreement 
with all parties. 

A leader of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion said that the agreement, which was 
now ready for signature, and on which 
the conference failed to agree, eliminated 
local departmental committees and rail- 
way councils from the existing scheme, 
and changed the name of the Central 
Wages Board to “ Negotiating Com- 
mittee.” The Irish Railway Wages 
Board. both in its constitution and 
functions, was to continue exactly as ab 
present, and that was also the case as far

In any case, the unions 
emphatically contended that the machinery 
had always existed and was merely im 
abeyance as far as four companies, and 
those only, were concerned. 

He was of opinion, therefore, that it 
should now continue to operate, the 
seceding companies again taking their 
places in its deliberations. He described 
the attitude taken by the railway com- 
panies as “extraordinary and without 
reason.”

The 
continuance of the Government, s demands 
to enable them to meet daily obligations 
force upon the banks the drasiic curtail- 
ment of advances to customers which are 
imperative for tha continuance of pro- 
ductive industry. 

**Sooner or later, there will be a 
large increase in unemployment and 
in Government expenditure on relief.

“ What is the price?” I asked, merely 
out of curiosity. “ Make an oífer, ” was 
the reply, and then I was told that the car 
had been ‘‘ sitting on its shoes ’’ for nearly 
two years, just because it could not be sold 
at a remunerative price. The motor agent 
then explained to me that, owing to the 
old-fashioned method of taxing motor cars 
by horse-power, highly powered cars could 
not be sold, particularly in the second- 
hand market. i 

For other reasons, also, there was a bad 
glut in the second-hand car market to-day. 
It was all because motor agents took cars 
in part exchange for new ones, and gave 
for them prices that they could not hope 
to get back. 


IMPROVIDENT AGENTS. 

“I can tell you truthfully,’ he added, 
“ that more than one motor agent in this 
city is being badly hit on this account. 
They have been improvident in taking cars 
in exchange and giving more than their 
value, though they may possibly have 
thought that they would be able to get 
their money back by an adjustment of 
profits on the new cars sold and the price 
at which they would be prepared to let the 
old cars go. They forgot completely, how- 
ever, about the change in the public fancy ; 
for to-day the touring car is almost 
obsolete, and it is touring cars, for the 
most part, that have been taken in 
exchange. 

“ Look over there at those two touring 
cars. I can guarantee that they are in 
perfect condition, and, as you can see, they 
are of a good make. I cannot sell them at 
the price I gave for them. You can have 
either of them for £50. ' 

‘No; the saloon car is now all the 
vogue, and I can assure you that there will 
be no return to the touring car. Even the 
two-seater car is going out of fashion. Last 
week, for instance, I gave away eleven old 
cars to a scrap dealer for £35, and for the 
worst of them I had given that much 
alone. My garage space is more valuable 
to me. 

“ I have“not been bitten as badly as some 
of the others; for I awoke to the trend of 
affairs early on.” 


CARS FOR CASH. 


This motor agent then told me that he 
was selling more new cars for cash than 
ever before. I pointed out to him that 
trade generally was bad in the country 
and that his statement seemed to be rather 
contradictory, but he merely shrugged his 
shoulders and commented that the money 
was in the country and that things were 
nowise as bad as they were painted. 
“ Why,” he declared, ‘‘ we are selling 
more new cars to-dav in the West of 
Ireland than we ever dreamed we would 
sell, and that is supposed to be the poorest 
part of Ireland. 

“ Take it from me, things are going 
ahead in this country, and most of the 
grumbling is moonshine. I would make a 
suggestion to the Government, if they 
would take it, and that would be to 
abolish the horse-power tax and put a tax 
on petrol instead. Conditions here are not 
the same as in England, and for the Irish 
roads, as well as for the work that cars 
here are required to do, the high-powered 
cat is the only one. The British manu- 
facturer has been strangled in his Colonial 
trade—in which the Americans are 
supreme—because he is compelled to 
make small-power cars, which are no use 
outside of his own country.” 


THE GOVERNMENT’S REBATE. 


‘ But do you not think that this con- 
cession of the Government in giving a 
rebate of 25 per cent. in the tax of cars 
more than five years old will help the 
second-hand car market?’’ I asked him. 

“ Not much,’’ he replied. ‘* You see, 
most second-hand cars of that age, unless 
they have been very well cared for, are 
out-of-date and a real menace on the road. 
You know what I mean—bad brakes, loose 
wheels and faulty steering.”’

‘FIRST READING IN THE 
COMMONS.

The Trade Disputes and Trade Unions 
(Amendment) Bill, presented by the 
Attorney-General (Sir William Jowitt) 
was read a first time in the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

The Prime Minister announced that the 
second reading of the bill would be taken 
on 22nd January next. 

SOME OF THE BILL’S PROVISIONS. 

The text of the bill is expected to be 
available to-day. . 

It is understood (says the Press Associa- 
tion’s Lobby Correspondent) that the 
general effect of the measure 1s to restore 
trade union law to the position that 
obtained before the passing of the 1927 
Act. Under that Act all sympathetic 
strikes, and strikes designed to coerce the 
Government or the community, are 
declared illegal. The new bill legalises 
the sympathetic strike, but it is under- 
stood that it does not affect the legal 
position of the general strike as defined by 
the Act of 1927. 

In regard to the political levy, the bill 


restores the practice by which members 
of trade unions became liable for contri- 
butions to the political fund unless they 
contracted out by giving notice in writing. 
Under the 1927 Act the obligation to con- 
tribute was placed only upon those who 
gave notice in writing of their willingness 
to contribute, and this procedure it is now 
proposed to reverse. 

The bill removes the existing prohibi- 
tion under which associations of civil 
servants may not affiliate with such bodies 
as the Trade Union Congress. 

The 1927 Act prohibited the local 
authorities from making membership of a 
trade union a condition of employment in 
their service. The present bill removes 
that restraint. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
SOCIETY. 


THE PROTECTION OF 
MINORITIES. 


The following resolution has been passed 
by the “sise, of the League of Nations 
Society in Ireland, at its meeting in Dublin —— 
“That, in view of the approaching termma- 
tion of the mandate of the British Goverr- 
ment in Iraq, we desire to cail the attention 
of the Free State Government to the possible 
danger of persecution of Christian and other 
non-Moslem minorities which may ensue if 
due provision be not made for their protec- 
tion; and we respectfully ask the Free State 
Government to take advantage of its position 
on the Council of the League of Nations to 
secure the creation of safeguards adequate to 
protect these minorities.” 
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
